It Is 
understood, hnwever, that wherever 
a national gnnnl brigade from any 
stale is retained In Its present (orm, 
Its preaent brigadier will be continued 
in command. 

With the exception «»( the two na- 
tional guard major generala men- 
tioned, it Is indicated that all national 
guard dtvisi ms' will be commanded 
by regular offloars. The entire guard 
force is now merged into the army of 
the United States, however, any may 
be used in anjr way the government 
thinks best. 

The states from which the national 
guard troops are to be assembled are: 
Louisiana, Pennsylvania, Wiscon- 
sin. New York, Ohio, Qeorgla, Ala- 
bama. Iowa, IlllnolB, Indiana, Minne- 
sota, Maryland, South Carolina. Cali- 
fornia, Missouri. Virginia. North Car 
Una. Kansas, Texas, Mlchiifan. New 
lersey. Tennessee. Oklahoma. .Ne- 
braska. O>lorado, Oregon. The oth- 
ers come from the District of Colum- 
bia.

Bonia and Roumanin and 
pitaceful Mlatlan of the pmhlums of 
AlBaoe-I.iorr»lD«, TronL Trieste and 
Poland, according to a dlsiwtch from 
Rome quoting statemanta from "Vati- 
can sources." 

Among Ibo Pop»'s projiosal* ara r«-

These 
are regarded as the foundation atones 
of Iho l'ope"8 plan.
